TO THE MISSION, IN ADDITION TO THAT PROVIDED REF B, IS 
THE SHORT VERBAL DESCRIPTION OF ICRC OPERATIONS IN CHAD 
GIVEN IN AFRICA REPORT NO. 1 AS FOLLOWS: QUOTE: IN THIS 
INTERNAL CONFLICT BETWEEN GOVERNMENT FORCES AND THE NA- 
TIONAL LIBERATION FRONT (FROLINAT) THE LATTER CONTROLS 
THE NORTHERN PART OF THE COUNTRY AND HAS CAPTURED A SIG- 
NIFICANT NUMBER OF GOVERNMENT SOLDIERS. 

"THE ICRC HAS DELEGATIONS IN BOTH PARTS OF THE COUNTRY 
WITH THE FOLLOWING PRIMARY TASKS: 

"(A) REGULAR VISITS TO ABOUT 2,000 POW, MEMBERS OF 
CHAD GOVERNMENT FORCES, WHO ARE HELD IN DETENTION CAMPS 
IN THE FAYA LARGEAU, FAD A, ZOUAR AND BARDAI REGIONS OF 
NORTHERN CHAD; 

"(B) THE TRANSMISSION OF FAMILY MESSAGES BETWEEN POW'S 
IN THE NORTH AND THEIR FAMILIES IN THE GOVERNMENT CON- 
TROLLED SOUTHERN PART OF THE COUNTRY; 

"(C) MEDICAL CARE OF POW IN CAMPS IN THE NORTH AND IN 
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CERTAIN HOSPITALS IN FAYA LARGEAU; ALSO OCCASIONAL MEDICAL 
TREATMENT FOR WOUNDED COMBATTANTS. 

"IN ADDITION THE 2,000 POW MENTIONED ABOVE ARE ALMOST 
ENTIRELY DEPENDENT ON THE ICRC FOR FOOD AND FOR CERTAIN
